Local Man Is 
Charged With 
Felony Theft 

Gerome Smith, 41, of 
Dawson Springs, was charged 
Dec. 24 hy the Dawson Springs 
Police Department with almost 
300 charges related to the ille¬ 
gal printing and cashing of lot¬ 
tery tickets. 

According to a story in The 
Messenger, Smith, an employee

ed more than $15,000 through 
stolen lottery tickets.

Jan. 22 — The city 
of Dawson Springs and 
Time Warner Cable are 
deadlocked in efforts to 
finalize a new cable con¬ 
tract. There has been no 
disruption in cable ser¬ 
vice; however, without a 
contract there can be no 
improvement in offer¬ 
ings. 

Traffic slowed in 


downtown Dawson 

Springs as a fast-moving 
clipper system brought 
in very cold air accompa¬ 
nied by light snow. 

The Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet 

awarded a $4.96 million 
contract to Hazex Con¬ 
struction Co. of Hender¬ 
son for completing the 
second half of the Ky. 
416/Robards interchange 
on the Pennyrile Park¬ 
way in southern Hender¬ 
son County. 

Jan. 29 — Cliff Key 
took the oath of office 
as the newest member 
of the Dawson Springs 
Board of Education. 

One local candidate 
filed for the May pri¬ 
mary election. Charlie 
Beshears will be on the 
Democratic ballot for a 
second term as 6th Dis¬ 
trict magistrate. He is 
unopposed in his own 
party, and no Republican 
candidates filed for the 
primary in the magis¬ 
trate’s race. 

As of Jan. 10, the flood 
plain on the east side 
of Dawson Springs was 
lowered approximately 7 
feet.

FEBRUARY

quality of life.” 

MARCH 

March 5 — For the 
second year, Knights of 
Columbus Council 15181 
is sponsoring the 40 Cans 
for Lent food drive in 
Dawson Springs, Princ¬ 
eton and Eddyville. Food 
collected locally will ben¬ 
efit DAPS. 

Dawson Springs and 
most of Kentucky were 
hit again by a winter 
storm, leaving residents 
digging their way out of 
layers of ice and snow. 

March 12 — The 
Dawson Springs Muse¬ 
um and Art Center held 
its annual membership 
drive. The renovation of 
the museum building, 
which included several 
structural upgrades, is 
nearing completion.

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Good bye to 2014;

It all just happened so fast — 2014 happened so fast 
it seems like a blur — but in retrospect it was a very, 
very very good year. 

At least it was for my family with the birth of 
the most beautiful, most intelligent and most highly 
advanced granddaughter I have ever had. Then the 
year was topped off with our first Christmas with 
Clara Kate Dillingham. 

To quote my wife Beth when she comments about 
family get-togethers, “It was just magical.” 

Clara celebrated at her home on Christmas morn¬ 
ing with her mother and father. The three of them 
arrived late on the afternoon of Dec. 25 for three 
nights at 601 S. Main St. — the home of Beth and 
Scott Dillingham 

However, we had to wait until everyone was home 
to open our gifts. Our daughter Mandi and her hus¬ 
band Michael didn’t arrive until very late Dec. 26, so 
the unwrapping of gifts was Saturday — after the 
Kentucky/Louisville basketball game. 

We dragged my mother down the hill to our house 
just in time to watch the game. After it was over, 
Clara was in need of a nap, so she went down. The 
smart girls then decided this would be a good time 
for the grown-ups to open their presents. 

We had almost completed opening our gifts when 
Jenny, Clara’s mom, heard her — she was awake and 
the rest of the night would be all about Clara and her 
presents. 

We can’t say she was overly thrilled with any of 
the gifts, other than one from Aunt Mandi and Uncle 
Michael — a Disney character activity ride on. What 
she was more interested in, of course, were the boxes 
and wrapping paper. After all the trash was picked 
up, however, she did enjoy some of her other toys, 
but none as much as the ride on toy 

Christmas is indeed magical — and especially 
when there are little ones to share in the magic. 

And speaking of that basketball game — what 
about it? The group at the end of South Main Street 
enjoyed it. However, I’m not sure if you were to ask 
Joe Roberts, Steve Scott or Kerry Oliver (and others) 
what they would say 

Both teams had some faults exposed, notably nei¬ 
ther is very good offensively At the same time, both 
teams play really good defense — but both teams play 
that defense very physcially In fact, although many 
fouls were called in the second half, there were many 
more fouls committed the referees did not call. 

Basketball was never meant to be as rough as foot¬ 
ball, but college basketball is now right there with 
soccer and football in how physical they are. Allow¬ 
ing the players to be this physical with one another 
increases the chance of something bad happening — 
like a fight or an elbow. 

Speaking of elbows, in all the stories which I read 
about this game, nothing has been mentioned about 
the flop Louisville’s Chris Jones demonstrated when 
he was supposedly a victim of a Dakari Johnson el¬ 
bow. The instant replay showed definitively Jones 
was not struck by Johnson’s elbow — in fact, the el¬ 
bow missed by several inches. That, however, did not 
stop Jones from his Academy Award performance. 

Jones not only flopped, but he moped around for 
several minutes, and the cameras caught him mul¬ 
tiple times rubbing his “sore” jaw. 

This kind of acting does not have a place in any 
sports contest. It doesn’t matter if the actor is a Lous- 
ville Cardinal, a Kentucky Wildcat or a Duke Blue 
Devil (whose players are extremely good fioppers), 
the culprits should be given a technical foul, sent to 
the bench and possibly not be allowed to play the fol¬ 
lowing game. 

There are many things in basketball which need 
fixed. First is how rough the game has become. Play¬ 
ers (and coaches) will adjust to a game called tighter. 
And, second, any player who tries to cheat (which is 
what flopping and acting is) should receive a techni¬ 
cal foul and be ejected from, at the very minimum, 
the game in which he gives his Academy Award per¬ 
formance. 

If the athletes want to be actors, let them try to get 
a role on Broadway 

Too many people are talking about the possibility 
of the Wildcats completing an undefeated season. 
There are still 18 regular season games to play, most 
likely three games in the conference tournament, 
and the possibility of six games in the NCAA. That’s 
a total of 27 more games to play — with near perfec¬ 
tion — in order to achieve an undefeated season. 

It’s way premature for such talk, even though the 
Wildcats resemble a very, very good basketball team. 

I’ve never been a fan of new year’s resolutions — 
probably because I’ve never been very good at keep¬ 
ing them. One piece of advice I read recently says 
you have a much better chance of keeping them if 
you only try for one month rather than a whole year. 

That sounds good. Here are some resolutions 
someone may make; some are good, others not... 

• Quit eating potatoes for two months; you prob¬ 
ably will lose weight. 

• Don’t take sleeping pills and laxatives on the 
same night. 

• Start using better passwords than just “pass¬ 
word.” 

• Buy lottery tickets at a luckier store. 

• Leave a 100 percent tip at a restaurant. 

Here’s one we hope nobody ever makes... 

• Start smoking in order to give more people jobs 
in the tobacco industry — or for any reason.

Economic growth must be for "all"

Recent economic news has been 
broadly reassuring. Retail sales 
are strong, November saw the 
best job gains in three years, the 
federal deficit is shrinking, the 
stock market is robust, and the 
Fed is expressing enough faith in 
the economy that an interest rate 
bump next year is considered a 
certainty. 

Yet the public remains uncon¬ 
vinced. This is partly because 
perceptions haven’t caught up 
to reality. For many middle- and 
lower-class families, economic cir¬ 
cumstances have not changed very 
much. Average wages, adjusted for 
inflation, have not risen in keep¬ 
ing with the good economic news. 
The median net worth of house¬ 
holds is actually a bit less than it 
was in 2010, just after the official 
end of the recession — and the gap 
between the wealthy and the rest 
of us is wider than ever. 

Strong numbers do, however, 
offer one unambiguous piece of 
good news: The pressure on policy 
makers to focus on near-term or 
immediate problems has eased, 
which means they can now focus 
on the fundamental question of 
economic growth. That’s where 
their attention should turn. 

A strong economy that is grow¬ 
ing for everyone, not just the people 
at the top, offers many benefits. The 
quality of people’s lives improves. 
Political problems become more 
manageable. More people have 
greater economic opportunity. 
There’s more social mobility and 
more tolerance of diversity 

Because the economy is 
always at or near the top of vot¬ 
ers’ concerns, the temptation for 
the policy-maker is to support 
another tax cut or the next move 
to stimulate the economy in 
the short term. Now is the time 
for policy-makers to resist this 
and try to understand the large 
forces - technology, automation. 


globalization - that 
drive our economy. 

As Princeton econo¬ 
mist Alan Blinder, 
political strategist A1 
From and others have 
pointed out, the key 
is to concentrate on 
creating the environ¬ 
ment in the country 
for sustained, non¬ 
inflationary econom¬ 
ic growth. 

To begin with, we 
have a chance to get 
our fiscal house in 
order and pursue 
long-term deficit 
reduction. This is a crucial early 
step for government to take in 
creating a sound environment for 
economic growth. 

This means modernizing enti¬ 
tlement spending and shaping a 
tax-reform package that focuses 
on investments to boost productiv¬ 
ity and help the economy to grow 
for everyone, through research 
and development, job training, 
upgrading skills as well as tech¬ 
nology, and reducing outsourcing. 

At the same time, it means 
eliminating public subsidies 
to individual enterprises. That 
money can be spent on boosting 
the economic skills of ordinary 
Americans through education 
and training. Policies aimed at 
strengthening our education sys¬ 
tem from pre-kindergarten to 
graduate school, and at promoting 
lifelong learning and a workforce 
capable of upgrading its skills to 
meet changing needs, will have 
a far more salutary effect on our 
economy than singling out politi¬ 
cally connected enterprises for tax 
and other benefits. 

There are other steps govern¬ 
ment policy-makers can take to 
improve broad economic growth. 
We need to expand trade through 
open markets and simplify the 
regulatory structure so that it pro¬ 
tects Americans without burden¬ 


ing companies beyond 
reason. And we must 
address our nation’s 
deferred infrastruc¬ 
ture needs, which 
hinder the smooth 
functioning of every 
business that relies on 
transporting its goods. 

The same applies 
to reforming govern¬ 
ment itself. A gov¬ 
ernment that does 
not work well — that 
wastes money, fails 
its regulatory respon¬ 
sibilities, and cannot 
make timely decisions 
— undermines economic growth. 
You can see this, for instance, in 
our current inability to pass com¬ 
prehensive immigration reform: 
We cannot increase economic 
growth without the people our 
labor force needs, from mathema¬ 
ticians and engineers to migrant 
farm workers. 

Finally, policy-makers need to 
remember that economic growth 
means providing a ladder out of 
poverty for the truly needy Pro¬ 
viding opportunity for low-income 
Americans through the Earned 
Income Tax Credit and programs 
to upgrade their skills is vital. No 
one who works full time should be 
poor in this country. 

Free, competitive markets are 
the best way to deliver goods and 
services to Americans. Govern¬ 
ment must not get in the way of 
that system. Nor should it stand 
idle. The right response by govern¬ 
ment to our economic challenges 
is not to focus on the immediate 
economic problems of the day, but 
to invest in economic growth for 
all.

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Telemarketing needs more controls 


You’re sitting down at dinner very excited about a 
meal you or your spouse prepared, and as you begin 
to eat, the phone rings. You rise to answer it, and 
guess who is on the other line? A telemarketer. 

It is a common occurrence across this country 
that many Americans abhor. 

The majority of these calls are not only annoying, 
they are intrusive. 

That is why more must be done to strengthen the 
Telemarketer Sales Rule. 

A letter signed by 38 attorneys general, including 
Kentucky’s Jack Conway, was sent last week to the 
Federal Trade Commission urging tougher stan¬ 
dards against telemarketing. 

The rule, set forth in 1995 and amended three 
times, established the national Do Not Call Registry, 
restricting the hours during which telemarketers can 
make calls and requiring them to get a customer’s 
consent to be charged for a service. The attorneys 
general are asking the FTC to prohibit telemarket¬ 
ers from using pre-acquired account information, in 
which a consumer’s credit card information has been 
passed to a third party and could be used to place a 
charge against a consumer’s account without his 
knowledge. 

The letter also asks to expand the rule to better 
address what is known as negative opinion mar¬ 
keting, in which a consumer’s silence or failure 
to take action to reject a telemarketer’s service or 
cancel an agreement is taken by the telemarketer 
as acceptance of an offer. They also are requesting 
telemarketers to create and maintain call records 
and either ban or restrict certain methods of pay¬ 
ment. 

One of the big concerns with telemarketers is the 
increase in fraud that comes with some of them. 

Fraud complaints originating from phone contact 
have increased in number each year since 2011. 

Conway’s office fielded about 1,300 complaints 
about unwanted telemarketing calls last year. Offi¬ 
cials at the attorney general’s office say they received 
a lot of calls, particularly in the past year or so, from 
companies trying to sell medical alerts or home secu¬ 
rity systems. 


Top law enforcement officials are backing the letter. 
Rightfully so. Some of these calls border on crimi¬ 
nal acts.

Among 
other things, the workers were given a 5 percent 
raise. 

• On Jan. 1, 1942, President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and British Prime Minister Winston Churchill issue 
a declaration, signed by representatives of 26 coun¬ 
tries, called the “United Nations.” The signatories 
vowed to create an international postwar peacekeep¬ 
ing organization. 

• On Jan. 3, 1952, Sergeant Joe Friday’s police 
drama “Dragnet” comes to television. A popular 
radio series since 1949, it became one of the first TV 
series filmed in California, instead of New York. It 
began a long line of crime and police dramas, con¬ 
tinuing into the present with “Law & Order” and 
“CSI.” 

• On Jan. 2,1981, Peter Sutcliffe, the Yorkshire Rip¬ 
per, is captured by British police, ending one of the 
largest manhunts in history For five years, investiga¬ 
tors had pursued every lead in an effort to stop the 
serial killer. Sutcliffe himself was interviewed nine 
times. When Sutcliffe was finally convicted, he had 
killed 13 women. 

• On Jan. 4, 1999, for the first time since Char¬ 
lemagne’s reign in the ninth century, Europe is 
united with a common currency when the “euro” 
debuts. Eleven European Union nations launched 
the currency in the hopes of increasing European 
economic growth.

It looks as though the General Assembly might 
actually pass a statewide law to make public places 
smoke-free in Kentucky in 2015. 

The public supports it. And in a state with the 
nation’s highest rate of smoking, that’s significant. 

A January 2014 poll by the Foundation for a 
Healthy Kentucky found that 65 percent of the state’s 
adults favor a state law to ban smoking indoors at 
public places such as government buildings, stores, 
restaurants and offices. 

A February 2014 Bluegrass Poll conducted for 
The Courier-Journal and other media outlets found 
a slightly smaller 57 percent supported such a state¬ 
wide law, but still well above half of Kentuckians. 

Still, lawmakers in an election year were unable to 
summon the political will in the 2014 General Assem¬ 
bly to call it for a vote. 

Let’s hope 2015 is different. 

A series of opinion pieces in today’s Forum sec¬ 
tion make a compelling argument for the law that 
would protect people from secondhand smoke, smoke 
they often are forced to tolerate on the job or encoun¬ 
ter in stores, restaurants and elsewhere. 

And that has serious health consequences for 
non-smokers. Health advocates estimate that 1,000 
Kentuckians die each year from exposure to someone 
else’s cigarette smoke. 

In a state where more than one in four adults 
smoke, it’s not hard to run into unwanted cigarette 
smoke unless citizens are fortunate enough to live in 
one of 23 Kentucky communities that already have 
adopted local smoke-free laws, including Louisville 
and Lexington. 

Two sponsors of past smoke-free legislation have 
offered to support it again — Rep. Susan Westrom, 
D-Lexington, and Rep. Julie Raque Adams, a Louis¬ 
ville Republican who moves to the Senate in January 

Any measure should include E-cigarettes, which 
have not been proven safe, emit hazardous particles 
and contain the same highly addictive element as 
cigarettes, nicotine. 

If lawmakers do pass a smoke-free measure in the 
upcoming legislative session, that’s just a start at 
tackling the state’s shockingly high rate of smoking. 

The next steps must include increasing the state’s 
paltry cigarette tax of 60 cents a pack, the 40th lowest 
in the nation, and putting far more money into public 


It has been a long, long time since the price of a 
gallon of gas was as low as it is today. 

In Scott County, gas is hovering about $2.15 per 
gallon, and in some places in the area, gas prices 
have actually dipped below the $2 mark. 

For Christmas travelers, this is a great break and 
likely means more motorists on the road. So, be care¬ 
ful. 

While we do not want to burst anyone’s bubble, it 
is unlikely gas prices will remain this low for long. 
Analysts are already at work predicting how long 
this price drop will last and what will be the long¬ 
term ramifications. 

Who cares? 

For the moment, the low prices of gas enable some 
of us to take a trip we would not be able to otherwise 
or spend a little extra on a special gift or have a little 
extra to catch up on those pesky bills. 

Yes, we understand the laws of supply and demand. 
Yes, we know right now supply is plentiful thanks to 
vehicles with better mileage and more crude produc¬ 
tion from the United States. And OPEC has decided 


education programs to help people stop smoking and 
keep young people from ever starting. 

Higher cigarette taxes are one of the most effec¬ 
tive means of preventing youths from smoking and 
encouraging adults to quit, according to The Cam¬ 
paign for Tobacco Free Kids. 

Yet Kentucky’s tax has never been sufficient to do 
either. 

In 2005, the General Assembly boosted the ludi¬ 
crously low 3-cents-a-pack cigarette tax to 30 cents. 

In 2009, lawmakers doubled it to 60 cents a pack. 
Lawmakers have resisted pleas of advocates and Gov. 
Steve Beshear in subsequent years to raise it to at 
least $1. 

And even that’s not enough. Advocates say that to 
really make a dent in smoking, states should boost 
it much higher, closer to the $4.35-a-pack tax in New 
York, the nation’s highest. 

Meanwhile, Kentucky ranks 39th in the amount of 
money it puts into smoking cessation and education 
programs, according to a recent report by a coalition 
of public health organizations. 

The report, “Broken Promises to Our Children,” 
finds that many states have fallen woefully short 
in spending money from the windfall 1998 tobacco 
settlement and tobacco taxes on smoking prevention, 
Kentucky among them. 

Kentucky will collect $347 million this year from 
tobacco taxes and the settlement but will spend only 
$2.5 million, less than 1 percent of it, on efforts to 
discourage smoking and help people quit. 

The U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion says Kentucky needs to spend far more — $56 
million a year — to effectively combat smoking. 

But even that doesn’t approach what the tobacco 
industry spends to market tobacco in Kentucky — 
$271 million a year, according to the Broken Promises 
report. 

Kentucky ranks near the bottom in most public 
health problems with many caused by or linked to 
smoking. 

It is a drain on the economy, worker productivity, 
the health of the citizens and the state’s ability to 
attract new employers. 

Lawmakers have the power to change that if they 
would only exercise it.

Rick Pitino called Kentucky one 
of the best defensive teams he’s wit¬ 
nessed in 40 years. In addition to the 
Wildcats’ defensive prowess, the Lou¬ 
isville coach also thinks the Wildcats 
have a “true” point guard in fresh¬ 
man Tyler Ulis. 

Ulis scored a career-high 14 points, 
including 12 in the second half, to 
lead top-ranked Kentucky to a 58-50 
triumph over No. 4 Louisville in a 
battle of undefeated Titans Saturday 
at the KFC Yum! Center Ulis played 
a career-high 26 minutes against the 
Cardinals and finished with a colle- 
giate-best 14 points, knocking down 
5 of 8 shots from the field, including 
two clutch 3-pointers, an outing that 
earned him Most Valuable Player 
honors from the Bluegrass Sports 
Commission. 

“It was a great feeling to get that 
win there, especially because it was 
a rivalry game,” Ulis said. “That was 
my first big away game and it was a 
great feeling.” 

His performance drew praise from 
Pitino, who took just three questions 
following the loss that dropped him 
to 1-7 in the past eight games played 
between the two rivals. 

“I think he’s a great basketball 
player,” Pitino said. “He’s a true 
point guard. He makes people better. 
I’ve loved him from the moment that 
I started watching him. He’s a great 
point guard. That’s a program that 
you can build around having a great 
point guard.” 

In addition to his scoring, Ulis 
dished out two assists — one more 
than Louisville’s entire squad — and 
had zero turnovers against the Car¬ 
dinals’ pressure defense. Although 
Ulis took a scrape to the eye during 
the first half, it didn’t alter his vision 
on the court. 

“It was extremely physical — they 
played rough,” Ulis said. “They like 
to get up in you defensively. I got hit 
with an elbow and had to get (three) 
stitches. I just felt like we prepared 
very well for that game in practice 
and getting ready to play how they 
played. We were ready.” 

Ulis’ performance came on a day 
when his team needed him the most. 
Starter and veteran Andrew Har¬ 
rison struggled throughout the con¬ 
test. Harrison made just one shot on 
six attempts from the field, scored 
just three points, dished out four as¬ 
sists and had a season-high six turn¬ 
overs in 20 minutes on the court. 

“He was really good today,” Ken¬ 
tucky coach John Calipari said. 
“That’s the best I’ve seen him play 
since I’ve coached him.” 

Ulis and freshmen classmates 
Karl-Anthony Towns, Trey Lyles 
and Devin Booker combined for 39 
points, with Booker and Ulis knock¬ 
ing down 3 of 6 shots from behind 
the arc. Towns followed Ulis with 10 
points and Booker just missed dou¬ 
ble figures with nine. Booker said 
Ulis was the difference-maker for the 
Cats and wasn’t surprised by his per¬ 
formance. 

“Tyler basically took over the 


game,” Booker said. “He wasn’t just 
passing, he was scoring. He is just a 
warrior and when they showed pres¬ 
sure, Tyler just broke it. He’s incred¬ 
ible. He’s showing people — you guys 
— things you haven’t seen out of him 
before, but I’ve seen it because we’ve 
played on camps and teams all the 
time, so it’s nothing new to me. He’s 
a real special player” 

Towns added Booker gave it his all 
in his first appearance against the 
Cardinals and helped inspire the rest 
of the team. 

“It is one of those things when 
you see you have to leave it all on the 
floor, and he did,” Towns said. “Tyler 
Ulis does that. He almost gave his eye 
today. When person is like that, it mo¬ 
tivates all of us.” 

Playing behind Ulis for most of 
the second half, Harrison popped a 
clutch trey with under five minutes 


remaining that gave Kentucky a 
12-point cushion and helped the Cats 
stave off the gritty Cardinals, who 
shot just 26 percent from the floor 

“Andrew didn’t play as well today, 
but Andrew hit a huge three that 
basically ended the game,” Calipari 
said. “Andrew took us to the champi¬ 
onship game (of the NCAA Tourna¬ 
ment last year).” 

As Calipari knows, he has “two 
terrific point guards” and isn’t afraid 
to shuffle the lineup in favor of one 
that’s playing better than the other 
at any given time. On this day, that 
player was Ulis, but Calipari likes 
the problem he has with two point 
guards with the ability to control the 
offense. 

“That’s what is good about this,” 
Calipari said. 

It came in handy in a hostile envi¬ 
ronment. 


Kentucky still unanimous No. 1 in AP poll

Still undefeated and the unanimous 
No. 1 team in the AP Top 25, perennial 
Southeastern Conference champion 
Kentucky now has only league foes to 
play until March. 

Expect to hear plenty about the pos¬ 
sibility of an undefeated regular sea¬ 
son for the Wildcats (13-0), who open 
their 18-game SEC schedule Jan. 6 at 
home against Mississippi. 

Unless you’re talking to coach John 
Calipari. 


“They picked the Germans in World 
War II also. Look, the good news is 
we have another break,” Calipari said 
after Kentucky’s latest victory in a top- 
five matchup, 58-50 at Louisville. “We 
have (time) to get my team right. We 
have to put in a different zone because 
we’re going to face some different 
things. I want to put in a different 
rotating press. I want to do some dif¬ 
ferent things offensively to try, because 
we have time.” 

The Wildcats got all 65 first-place 
votes Monday, marking the fourth 


week in a row they were No. 1 on every 
ballot. They have been the top team for 
all eight polls this season. 

Duke (10-0), which was idle last 
week, remained second. Virginia (11-0) 
was third and Wisconsin (12-1) fourth. 
Both are up two spots from last week. 

Louisville (11-1) slipped one spot to 
fifth after its 58-50 home loss Saturday 
to Kentucky, ahead of Villanova (12-0) 
and Gonzaga (12-1). 

Arizona (12-1), after a 71-67 loss to 
UNLV, dropped five spots from third to 
eighth. 


Kentucky’s win Saturday over 
Louisville was its fourth this season 
against a ranked team, but the first 
decided by fewer than 12 points. 

“There was some disappointment,” 
Calipari said. “The young guys are just 
happy they won a game. Again, you 
have to think about this, you’re com¬ 
ing in, and you all and everyone else 
has made this like the end-all game. 
These young kids came in here and 
performed. They weren’t rattled. They 
stayed focused on the court, and the 
game was physical.” 
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Kentucky has markings of Secretariat 


Mixing metaphors. If there is a 
Secretariat out there today — talent, 
poise, flowering personality and 
national attention — it’s housed in 
Lexington, 

Kentucky’s basketball team is big, 
powerful, smart, showy, with a heart 
two lions large, and can run too, 10-at-a- 
time, on 20 legs, all day 

That ESPN analysts declared to 
the world in the last week-or-so that 
Kentucky has quality enough to win its 
own Triple Crown (SEC, SEC tourney 
and NCAA), is Johnny-come-lately Folk 
in Big Blue Nation “saw it right off.” 

If you’re still with me here, you’ve 
probably seen every SEC team play 
at least once this season. Says here, 

Gainesville, Tuscaloosa to Baton Rouge, pick one. I’ve 
seen nary a platoon to match Kentucky’s two. Add in 
the hostile home crowd factor at SEC stops (see poise 
against UofL), and Kentucky still looks like Secretariat 
out of the gate. With due respect to Duke firepower, 
Virginia defense and Arizona team-ness, we could 
be witnessing the unfolding of narrative for another 
Belmont Stakes (1973). 

The ingredients and personality elements for 
legend are all there. 

To the UK Archives! 

Having steamrolled its non-SEC schedule 12-0, let us 
open the UK basketball archive which, in this case, has 
the heft of Smithsonian and is reverential history to 
Big Blue Nation. 

V1966. Last time a Kentucky team had the magical 
mix of skill, size, savvy and likability to march to 
March. On the way to No. 1 in the rankings, Rupp’s 
Runts finished pre-SEC 9-0. By March 5 and a trip 
to Knoxville the Wildcats were 23-0. We know what 
happened then. 

V1954. If the 2015 Wildcats flatten the SEC they will 


reach a pinnacle not seen in Big Blue Nation 
in 61 years. The 1953-54 team won its first seven 
by double-digits through December and ranked 
first in aU national polls. Adolph Rupp’s only 
unbeaten team was on its way to 25-0. 

Then, in a decision that, if made today would 
cause riot and ruin and a lawsuit, SEC schools 
voted to let Kentucky participate in the NCAA 
Tournament, but without it’s three leading 
scorer-rebounders. Cliff Hagan, Frank Ramsey 
and Lou Tsioropoulos. 

Disqualify the core of Rupp’s team because? 
They were graduate students who had 
exhausted their eligibility, the league ruled. 
Irrelevant, they said, the three had not played 
at all the year before since Kentucky had been 
suspended as punishment for the point shaving 
scandal in 1949. 

Without his Terrible Trio, Rupp declared his No. 

1 ranked and unbeaten team, would not accept the 
NCAA bid. In the end 1954’s national champion was 
LaSalle. Kentucky had coasted by the Explorers 73-60 
in December. 

The decision to ban Hagan, Ramsey and 
Tsioropoulos was, many believed, linked to football 
dominant SEC bosses who wanted to punish Rupp 
again for the 1949 scandal. 

And so, another record is up for re-set for the 2015 
Kentucky Wildcats, 25-0 and beyond. 

Observations: UK-Louisville 

V Tyler Ulis. Beyond his remarkably timely 
shooting in face of 22,000 hostiles, was the rookie’s 
poise and, with blood running down his face, tenacity 
to carry on. Good news: Kentucky fans can spend a few 
dollars on a No. 3 jersey for the kid. Better news: Ulis 
will likely be around a while. 

V Not a good sign. Louisville forced a visiting foe 
into 10 turnovers in 20 minutes, still trailed at hah*.

Hunters can look ahead to 2015

The stretch between Christmas and New Year’s Day 
can be a time to relax, reflect and make resolutions for 
the year ahead. 

The Wildlife Division of the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources is well into its planning 
for the 2015-16 hunting seasons, and one word keeps 
coming up in the discussions. 

Opportunity 

The focus is not limited to one species, but plans 
pertaining to deer, elk and small game stand out. 

Here’s a look at some of what’s in store for 2015. 


DEER 

At its December meeting, the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission recommended several proposals 
for legislative approval that would expand or create 
new opportunities for deer and elk hunters. 

In Kentucky, a county is assigned to one of four 
deer management zones. Some zones have more liber¬ 
al harvest restrictions to thin or maintain the herd 
while others are more restrictive to help grow the 
herd. 

Deer populations in Hopkins, Larue, Green, Nelson 
and Bullitt counties have reached the point where 
more antlerless deer need to harvested, according to 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife biologists. Under the pro¬ 
posal, those counties would shift from Zone 2 to Zone 1 
status. The change would give hunters an opportunity 
to harvest an unlimited number of antlerless deer in 
those counties provided they have the appropriate 
number of Additional Deer Permits. 

“You’ll see a significant harvest increase going 
from a Zone 2 to a Zone 1, which is what we want,” 
said Chris Garland, acting Wildlife Division director 
for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “When we go to a Zone 
1, we’re basically trying to knock back the popula¬ 
tion.” 

Deer numbers in Grayson, Ohio and Breckenridge 
counties have rebounded since the Epizootic 
Hemorrhagic Disease outbreaks in 2007 and 2010 and 
can withstand moving from Zone 3 to Zone 2, biolo¬ 
gists said. Zone 2 status allows for a 16-day modern 
gun deer season as opposed to a 10-day season in Zones 
3 and 4. 

There are other proposed changes to deer regula¬ 
tions on several Wildlife Management Areas to follow 
as well, including the creation of a new antlerless-only 
quota hunt in December on Veterans Memorial WMA 
in Scott County and a November firearms quota hunt 
on Kentucky River WMA in Owen and Henry coun¬ 
ties. Also, residents 65 and older will be allowed to use 
crossbows during the entire deer archery season with¬ 
out being required to obtain a crossbow exemption 
permit under a proposal forwarded by the commis-

SMALL GAME 

A progress report on the 10-year plan for restoring 
the northern bobwhite is due out in early 2015. 

“We reviewed our progress over the first five years; 
what we did well and what we can improve on,” said 
Ben Robinson, small game biologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

One of the highlights of the past five years’ work is 
the success achieved in quail focus areas. 

“Every focus area that we worked on experienced 
an increase in bobwhite populations,” Robinson said. 
“The work differs a little bit for all the regions, but all 
in all they’ve been under pretty intensive habitat man¬ 
agement. Everything from getting rid of cool season 
grasses like fescue and establishing native warm-sea¬ 
son grasses down to managing existing habitat to 
make it better through controlled burning, herbicide 
applications and disking. 

“It’s really starting to pay off” 

Opportunities abound for hunters in Kentucky, and 
more are on the horizon in 2015. The new license year 
starts March 1, and licenses and permits for the 2015- 
16 season are on sale now. Visit the department’s web¬ 
site at fwkygov for more information.

“We’re really looking at providing as much oppor¬ 
tunity as we can without negatively impacting the 
population base,” Garland said.

ELK 


A new Landowner Voucher Permit System could 
pave the way for private landowners to earn an elk 
permit by opening their land for elk hunting. 

“We’re trying to increase opportunity by opening 
up new lands and give people the motivation to open 
up their private land,” Garland said. “We realize the 
elk are moving into the woods and moving off the pub¬ 
lic lands they’ve been hunted on. They’re wiser and 
more wary and acting like a truly hunted elk herd.” 

Under the system recommended by the commis¬ 
sion, a landowner or lessee with at least 100 acres in 
the elk zone would be eligible to enroll. 

Landowners would set the number of hunters, by 
weapon type, allowed on their land. Two points would 
be awarded for the harvest of a bull elk and one for a 
cow elk. After accruing 20 points, the landowner or les¬ 
see of the property would receive one voucher elk per¬ 
mit, which would be transferrable and valid for either 


NBAA championship returns to Kentucky Lake 


The National Bass Anglers Association (NBAA) 
team tournament trail announces that Kentucky Lake 
and Kentucky Dam Village will again host the NBAA 
National Championship, scheduled in 2015 for April 
9-11. 

More than 40 teams have qualified by first fishing in 
either the NBAA weekend or overtime series on their 
local lakes with partners of choice, and then compet¬ 
ing in their respective 2014 state championships to 
progress to the 2015 national event. The top prize is a 
Ranger Boat with Evinrude outboard. 

“The NBAA national championship is the first big 
event of the year for many of our anglers and a lot of 
them turn the outing into a family vacation because of 
the timing and great venue,” said NBAA Tournament 
Director Randy Sullivan. “A good number of our par¬ 
ticipants are from northern states, so it’s not surpris¬ 
ing our surveys tell us loud and clear that contenders 
want to venture south from the cold for the champion¬ 
ship. Kentucky Lake is a great place for them to catch 
good bags and really start the year off right.” 

Sullivan said that while the 2015 NBAA 
Championship is for those who have already qualified, 
now is the time for all anglers to get involved in NBAA 
fishing and it’s easy to do. 

“Currently, we have NBAA divisions in about a 


dozen states that draw nearly 1,000 anglers each week 
during peak fishing months. Those numbers contin¬ 
ue to grow as other bass clubs and circuits discover 
they can also be an NBAA division and simultaneous¬ 
ly tie NBAA results to their own scheduled events to 
become eligible for our championship. The beauty of 
NBAA qualifying events is that you’re fishing close to 
home and can sleep in your own bed at night,” he 
explained. 

Whether anglers elect to affiliate with an existing 
NBAA division or create a brand new one, the process 
is simple. Any individual or group can start an NBAA 
division locally Participation in it then allows qualify¬ 
ing to fish in that state’s championship and the oppor¬ 
tunity to move on to the national championship. The 
two NBAA tournament structure options are the over¬ 
time and weekend divisions. 

The overtime division features a jackpot-type struc¬ 
ture that consists of a 12-week schedule of morning or 
evening tournaments, with each competition being 4 
hours or less in duration. The weekend division con¬ 
sists of five 8-hour tournaments. There is no mini¬ 
mum boat requirement, meaning even the smallest of 
groups can get involved with NBAA.

Achalasia Is Painful Throat Condition 

DEAR DR. ROACH: My adult son 
recently has been diagnosed with acha¬ 
lasia, after many months of being mis¬ 
diagnosed. He has suffered unbelievable 
pain and difficulty eating or drinking. 
At first he thought he was having a heart 
attack. Fortunately, that was ruled out. 
He is going to a prominent gastroenter¬ 
ologist, who made the diagnosis and has 
been treating him. He had the balloon 
procedure, which was not successful. He 
then had a Botox procedure. This relieved 
him somewhat. However, he has still had 
some painful episodes. What can you tell 
us about this illness? WiU he eventually 
be cured? - S.G. 

ANSWER: Achalasia (awk-uh-LAY- 
shuh) is a swallowing problem caused 
by degeneration in the nerve cells in the 
esophagus, the muscular tube that carries 
food to the stomach. Nobody knows why 
it happens, but it might be autoimmune 
or related to a viral infection. Because the 
nerve cells no longer work properly the 
esophagus cannot empty, and food stays 
in the bottom of the esophagus, caus¬ 
ing a “stuck” feeling, which indeed can 
resemble the symptoms of heart disease. 
Both solids and liquids are affected. 

Achalasia may be diagnosed with 
several different types of tests, includ¬ 
ing X-rays, barium swallow, endoscopy 
and esophageal manometry (measur¬ 
ing pressures inside the esophagus). It’s 
important to get the right diagnosis, since 
other conditions, especially cancer of the 
esophagus, may look like achalasia. 

The usual first treatment is to widen 
the opening at the bottom of the esoph¬ 
agus, the lower esophageal sphincter. 
Sometimes it takes several attempts to 
work, but it does work for about 60 per¬ 
cent of people. Botulinum toxin (Botox), 
which prevents muscle contraction, is 
effective up to 90 percent of the time, but 
it needs to be repeated since the effect of 
the toxin is temporary 


Surgery is the most definitive treat¬ 
ment, and it provides long-term relief 
for about 85 percent of people 10 years 
after treatment. There isn’t a cure, but 
most people get relief from one of these 
treatments. 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am 86 years old. 
I had pneumonia in May 2013 and was 
very sick for seven days in the hospital. 
Since I got home, I have had no sense 
of smell or taste. Can you tell me what 
caused it, and whether I wUl ever get it 
back? - L.M. 

ANSWER: Since it happened in the 
hospital, it’s likely that something hap¬ 
pened there to cause it. Sudden loss of 
smeU and taste most likely are associ¬ 
ated with infection, injury and medica¬ 
tions. The organisms that cause pneu¬ 
monia could possibly affect your sense 
of smell as well (disorders of both smell 
and taste usually are primarily related 
to loss of ability to smell). Injury can 
happen in the hospital, especially if 
you had to have a breathing tube placed 
through your nose. That leaves drugs as 
the other category, and MANY medica¬ 
tions can cause loss of sense of smell. 

Since this has been going on for more 
than a year and a half, the only com¬ 
mon reversible cause is medication. It 
would be worthwhile to ask your doctor 
to review all of your medicines, espe¬ 
cially any that might have been started 
around the time of the pneumonia.

Moonshine Distillery Opening Soon

A Corbin woman was 
arrested in the early 
morning of Dec. 23 on 
1-75 for allegedly driving 
intoxicated while trans¬ 
porting a corpse to a 
local funeral home. 

Leslie Gambrel, 36, 
was taken into custody 
at 2:23 a.m., Dec. 23 after 
Corbin Police Officer 
Mike Bisschop pulled 
her over for a traffic stop 
in the northbound lane 
of 1-75 between Exits 25 
and 29. 

“I observed the above 
violator traveling north 
on 1-75 for several miles 
between 30-35 MPH,” the 
narrative on Gambrel’s 
arrest citation reads. 

“The violator was 
also swerving from the 
outside fog line across 
the center line, into the 
emergency lane and 
back.” 

Biscchop said Gam¬ 
brel failed several field 
sobriety tests. She was 
taken to Baptist Health 
Corbin, but refused any 
chemical tests to deter¬ 
mine if she was under 
the influence of drugs 
while driving. 

Biscchop said Gam¬ 
brel admitted to taking 
Klonopin, a prescrip¬ 
tion anti-anxiety drug, 
and Percocet, a narcotic 
pain reliever, prior to 
driving. 

At the time of her 
arrest, authorities say 
Gambrel was transport¬ 
ing a corpse to Corbin 
Funeral Home in a 
blue 1991 Cadillac Dev- 
ille funeral coach style 
vehicle used by the 
funeral home. Corbin 
Police Department Pub¬ 
lic Affairs Officer Rob 
Jones said the vehicle 
was not impounded and 
that someone from the 
funeral home claimed it 
following the arrest. 

There is some confu¬ 
sion surrounding the 
incident, and one funer¬ 
al home official denies 
Gambrel is an employee 
or that she was trans¬ 
porting a body at the 
time. 

Brian House, a 
licensed funeral director 
and general manager at 
Corbin Funeral Home, 
said he was not aware 
of Gambrel’s arrest and 
claimed that she was no 
longer an employee of 
the funeral home. 


“She’s not been there 
in two weeks. She is no 
longer an employee,” 
House said. “She gave 
her resignation the first 
of December. She got 
mad at us.” 

House did not give 
any other details of her 
departure, but he denied 
that Gambrel was com¬ 
ing to Corbin Funeral 
Home with a body, and 
said there were other 
funeral homes in the 
area where she could 
have been transporting 
the deceased person. 

On Tuesday after¬ 
noon, a vehicle match¬ 
ing the description of 
the one Gambrel was 
driving, with the same 
license plate number, 
was parked on Corbin 
Funeral Home property. 

Gambrel was listed, 
as of Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, on Corbin Funeral 
Home’s Internet website 
as its chief financial offi¬ 
cer, president, funeral 
director and embalmer. 
By Tuesday afternoon, 
however, her name, pho¬ 
tograph and qualifica¬ 
tions had been abruptly 
removed from the web¬ 
site.

Gambrel is the daugh¬ 
ter of Thomas Gambrel. 
He is listed in the same 
business filings as sec¬ 
retary, treasurer and 
director of the funeral 
home. House identified 
Thomas Gambrel as 
owner of Corbin Funer¬ 
al Home. 

Calls to Thomas 
Gambrel seeking com¬ 
ment on the arrest 
went unanswered. Les¬ 
lie Gambrel is facing 
charges of first-offense 
DUI, reckless driving 
and driving too slow for 
traffic conditions. She 
was lodged in the Whit¬ 
ley County Detention 
Center and released 
from custody Tuesday 
morning before noon 
on a $750 surety bond 
pending trial.

Local moonshiners 
Arlon Casey Jones — 
or AJ — and his wife. 
Peg Hays, got their start 
when they reclaimed and 
restored AJ’s grandfa¬ 
ther’s last working still. 
At that time, all they 
wanted was to acquire 
a piece of AJ’s family 
history Becoming moon¬ 
shiners was not in the 
cards, or so they thought. 

“It wasn’t even on 
our radar screen,” Hays 
said. “We got the still 
and we thought, ‘What 
are we going to do with 
this thing’ so we thought 
about putting it on dis¬ 
play in the house, but we 
didn’t really have any 
idea what to do with it.” 

The still, which AJ’s 
grandfather had made 
for the Land Between the 
Lakes visitor center, had 
been placed in storage 
after years on display, 
will be fired up Jan. 2, 
2015, for the first run of 
the year. 

AJ’s grandfather, 
Alfred “Casey” Jones, 
was known throughout 
Todd County in the mid- 
1930s to the ’60s as one of 
the best moonshine still 
makers in the business. 

AJ said when they 
first brought the still 
home he and his brother 
talked about firing it up 
just to see if it worked. 
Beyond that, they had no 
real plans. 

It wasn’t until AJ 
learned his cousin Spen¬ 
cer Balentine, who owns 
Silver Trail Distillery in 
Hardin, was using anoth¬ 
er one of his grandfa¬ 
ther’s stills that AJ 
thought, “Maybe we can 
do it too,” he said. 

Now, after a long res¬ 


toration process and a 
year’s worth of paper¬ 
work and filing for per¬ 
mits, Casey Jones Distill¬ 
ery is one step away from 
opening its doors. 

The distillery recently 
joined the Kentucky Dis¬ 
tillers Association and, 
last week, got its formula 
approval. 

“All we need now is the 
label approval and we’ll 
be good to go,” Hays said. 
“And that should come in 
a matter of weeks.” 

Joining the distillers 
association. Hays said, 
means they are now part 
of a network of Kentucky 
distilleries. She thinks it 
will prove beneficial for 
the fledgling distillery. 

“(The KDA) does lots 
of stuff,” Hays said. 
“They promote the 
industry, they help with 
lobbying efforts and last 
year they helped to pass 
a lower fee for small dis¬ 
tillers like us ... ” 

Right now. Hays said, 
the distillery can legally 
produce moonshine and 
is allowed to have tast¬ 
ings, but until the label 
approval, they cannot 
sell their product. 

With all the licenses, 
permits and approvals 
in hand but one. Hays 
and Jones are gearing up 
to open and adding the

The 
top shelves are lined 
with old whiskey jugs, 
corn grinders and some 
tools that belonged to 
his grandfather. In the 
middle is a counter that 
Jones salvaged from an 
old surgical hospital, and 
wooden shelves line the 
walls. The shelves will 
soon be full of their first 
bottles of moonshine. 

Also on display are 
prints of paintings by 
Jones’ late sister, Glo¬ 
ria Jones, who was an 
accomplished artist. 

Jones said he modeled 
the store to look much 
like he remembers his 
grandfather’s shop. 

In the future, Jones 
and Hays said they look 
forward to offering visi¬ 
tors “the whole experi¬ 
ence,” from grinding the 
corn to making the mash 
to firing up the still and 
running off a batch. 

“This is all a new pro¬ 
cess for us,” Jones said, 
“so we’re learning as we 
go, but it’s been a great 
experience so far, and 
we’re having a good time 
with it.”
